Foxglove Wood. 


The sun shone through the empty 
branches and lit up the rich mosaic of 
reds, golds and oranges of the fallen 
leaves that littered the floor of the wood. 

Beneath this carpet of rich colours, 
lay the fruits of autumn, hazelnuts; some 
had been partly eaten by the squirrels, 
some buried for future use and others 
that would germinate in the spring, be- 
fore being eaten by the deer. 

Acorns from the surrounding trees, 
because this was predominantly an oak 
wood, dotted the ground in their thou- 
sands. Some would make a meal for 
the wood mice, others would be taken 
by the jays, and hidden for another day, 
some to be eaten later and others to be 
forgotten, starting the cycle all over again 
in the Spring. 

The deep carpet of leaves hid a lot 
of activity from the watchful eyes above. 
All manner of birds and mammals ever 
ready for an easy meal, watched and 
waited, the leaves themselves would 
eventually break down into a rich hu- 
mus and provide some goodness for the 
rich array of fungi that abounded here 
in the Autumn and the carpet of wild 
bluebells in the Spring. 

The paths through the wood were 
now mostly overgrown, apart from the 
ones used by the badgers and deer; man 
didn’t enter the wood much these days 
anymore, since a lot of the woodland 
crafts had died out. Tree felling, wood 
for making hurdles and fences, broom, 
rake handles and walking sticks, char- 
coal burning, pollarding and coppicing 
had all long since vanished from the 
wood. 

One man still came to the wood oc- 
casionally. His interest in nature drew 
him there, the peace and quiet made this 
place ideal, but was sometimes broken 
by the snapping of the odd twig as he 
made his way along some of the over- 
grown paths and rides.
